fire hoses and dogs.

from a church to a nearby park 
and back to the church. It was 
one of the largest planned demon- 
strations of the Southern deseg- 
regation movement. 


More than 1,400 arrests have, 


been made 
in th^e past 
four 


days of stepped-up racial activi- 
ty. 


Still in jails or detention quar- 


ters are about 1,000 Negroes, in: 
eluding more than 500 school chil- 
dren under 16. 


"Our plans for continued dem- 


onstrations have not been changed 
and we will move right on Mon- 
day," said the Rev. Wyatt Tee 
iValker, 
top strategist in 
the 


movement.

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Says Chances 
for Peace in 
Laos Slim

VIENTIANE, Laos (AP)-Pre 


mier Prince Souvanna Phouma 
said today chances for restoring 
peace in Laos now are "very 
slim." 


"I have no confidence in any- 


body, including Pathet Lao," the 
neutralist leader said. "Promises 
given me have too frequently not 
been honored." 


Souvanna's comments, 
in re- 


sponse to questions submited by 
The Associated Press, were his 
first on the new and major crisis 
facing Laos since he returned 
Saturday night from the Plaine 
des Jarres after a Pathet Lao at- 
tack on two control commission 
helicopters. 


They came not long after the 


pro-Communist Pathet Lao threat- 
ended to resume fighting in Laos 
unless right-wing forces clear out 
of territory under Pathet Lao 
control. 


The new threat came at a time 


when the attack on the helicop- 
ters had halted peace talks and 
raised fears that Phouma might 
resign, throwing Laos into chaos. 


A Pathet Lao broadcast said 


right-wing forces of Deputy Pre- 
mier Phoumi Nosavanh must be 
withdrawn from areas controlled 
by Pathet Lao.

Chatting in Spanish with news- 


men, Rockefeller predicted

The governor, 54, and his bride, 


an attractive woman of 36, stood 
atop a wing of their private plane 
for the brief news conference. 


Rockefeller, considered a lead-

as he left New York's Idlewild

telling newsmen here:

Court Ruling 
Favorable to 
State Realtors

LITTLE ROCK (AP)—The Ar 


tansas Supreme Court held in a 


2 opinion today that real estate 
irokcrs can fill out simple, stan- 
dardized forms in the course of 
heir business Without practicing 
aw. 
The ruling modified the court's 
loiding in the so-called Bock deci- 
sion which prohibited real estate 
men from preparing 24 specific 
documents on grounds that such 
preparation constituted practice of 
aw. 


Justice Ed 
McFacldin, In 


strongly worded dissent, said to- 
day's decision modified the Block 
decision in a way as to make it 
practically meaningless because it 
did not say 
which of the 24 


hitherto 
prohibited 
documents 


could now be prepared by realtors. 


McFaddin said the court should 


affirm the Crawford County case 
and then, if it wanted to change 
the procedures for completing 
such forms, it should exercise its 
power under Amendment 28 to 
draw up rules regulating the prac- 
;ice. 


The ruling came in a suit filed 
y Alford Crcekmorc, a Mountain- 
aurg n o t a r y public, against 
Clyman Izard and others, repre- 
ienting the Crawford County Bat- 
Association. 


Creekmore was the loser, both 


in the lower court and on appeal 
because the Supreme Court said 
today that notary publics cannot 
fill out the forms under discussion 
without engaging in the practice 
of law. 


Creekmore did get one dispensa- 


tion from the Supreme Court, how- 
ever. It held that the lower court 
had erred in enjoining him from 
preparing income tax returns and 
said he can legally do this. 


The real estate question got into 


the Creekmore case on an inter- 
vention by Everett 0. Sewell. .a 
Crawford 
County real 
estate 


broker. 


The Supreme Court took judicial 


notice of the fact that there is 
no attorney within 20 miles of 
Mountainburg and that the Block 
decision had resulted in extending 
the time required for preparation 
of certain simple documents from 
four to five minutes to from three 
to four days because of the re- 
quirement that a lawyer be em- 
ployed. 


The form of the simple, stan- 


dardized documents which real 
estate brokers may now fill out 
must be approved by a lawyer 
but document does not have to be. 
according 
to today's Supreme

SANTO DOMINGO, Dominican 


Republic (AP) — The Dominican 
government sent thousands more 
troops to the Haitian border today 
for a possible invasion of the 
neighboring Negro republic, gov- 
ernment sources reported. 


They said Donican Air Force 


planes were flying patrols along 
the 'border and that navy vessels 
had linked up with U.S. warships 
patroling the Caribbean off Haiti. 


Tanks and assault vehicles were 


reported moving into position. 


The sources said they could not 


give the exact number of troops 
sent to the border in the latest 
movements but estimated them to 
be "in the thousands." They add- 
ed that the troops moved into po- 
sitions overnight in the central 
border area. 


Earlier, the government report- 


ed it had about 1,000 troops posed 
at one border point. 


The government sources said 


light and medium tanks and other 
assault vehicles were deploying 
a large border area. They did not 
pinpoint the locations. 


The Dominican forces apparent- 


ly needed only the word from 
President Juan Bosch to push 
across the border.

There is but one night perform- 
ance, the program beginning at 
7:15 and the feature about 15 mi- 
nutes later.

leader of the gladiators' break for 
freedom; bul he is only one of se- 
ven world-famous stars in a pic- 
ture that

awards. For instance, your revie- 
wer, missing some of the names 
in a prodigal cast, was haunted 
throughout the picture by the com- 
mand performance of I he actor 
who played Marcus Crassus, Ro- 
man aristocrat and general — who 
finally brought Spartacus to grief. 
And well the writer might be 
haunted — for he discovered at 
the end, to his chagrin, that the 
character in question was Laur- 
ence Olivier, greatest Jiving actor 
in the world. "Spartacus" is that 
kind of picture — tense, bloody, 
beautiful — both in scenery and 
human emotion. 


There was a 
cricis in Rome, 


which ruled the world over the 
backs of millions of slaves — and 
"Spartacus" tells the story of this 
perilous moment, just before the 
Republic was to slide off the deep 
end into Dictatorship.

They 
pick up arms from the slain Ro- 
mans, and acquire a huge army 
from slaves they liberate along 
the way—until the entire south 
end of the Roman Republic is a- 
flame with revolt. Army after 
army from Rome is destroyed — 
until the panicked Roman Senate 
names Crassus to put out the fire.

Unmarked 
Grave for 
U.S. Hero 


HOT SPRINGS, Ark. (AP) — An 


unmarked grave in Hot Springs, 
Ark., Cemetery has been identi- 
fied as that of one of the U.S. 
Navy's nine double Congressional 
Medal of Honor winners. 


A two-year search by the Navy 


for the late Chief Water Tender 
John King ended Thursday with 
the discovery of the grave by 
Aviation Machinist Billy Joe White 
and Father Edward Mooney, as- 
sistant pastor of St. Mary's Cath- 
olic Church in Hot Springs. 


The Navy began the search 


when it named a guided missile 
destroyer for King in 1960. 


King received his first Congres- 


sional Medal of Honor in 1901 for 
heroism at the time of "an acci- 
dent to the boilers" on the U.S.S. 
Vicksburg on May 29, 1901. 


He got the second medal in 1909 


when a similar accident happened 
aboard the U.S.S. Salem on Sept. 
13, 1909., 


The search 
was led to Hot 


Springs Calvary Cemetery after 
Hot Springs Army-Navy hospital 
records revealed that King had 
died in 1938. This led to a search 
iof the files of the Hot Springs 


:Scntinel Record, which stowed 
where King was buried. 


White, a member 
of a Hot 


Springs Naval Reserve unit which 
was conducting the search, con- 
tacted Father Mooney who obtain- 
ed cemetery records 
from the 


church. 


The cemetery records showed 


that individuals buried in 1938 
were placed in a .single line of 
graves. By counting the graves, 
Father Mooney and White were 
able to find the one in which they 
say King is buried. 


King served in the Navy from 


1893 
until 1923. He had been a 


resident of the Naval home at 
Philadelphia, Pa. until he suffered 
a fall and was transferred to the 
Hot Springs hospital for treat- 
ment. 


King was born in 18R2 in Ireland. 


He was 75 at the time- of his 
death.

Doubt Seems 
Bugging the 
Businessman

NEW YORK (AP) — A doubt is 


bugging many businessmen today: 
Is the present upturn in activity 
real or just a. temporary fever 
/lush due to the special situation 
in the steel industry 


Steel's influence the past month 


is apparent enough. But more in- 
dustries with only a nodding ac- 
quaintance with that basic one 
are 'showing increased activity of 
their own. And the recovery from 
the sluggishness of the long hard 
winter is daily more reassuring. 
: Steel's role is this: Manyi cus- 
tomers are pouring in new orders 
for- delivery from now through 
July and the mills are humming. 
In part, the steel users are taking 
care of their own better sales out- 
look, but perhaps in greater part 
their .aim is to build up stocks 
against, the possibility of a steel 
strike late in the summer. 


• And the recent price rise on cer- 
tain; steej products has already 
acted as a tonic, many business 
observers feel. The very fact that 
the steel companies were able to 
do so this year without arousing 
the opposition of the federal ad- 
ministration, as they did to their 
sorrow a year ago, has made 
many other profit-squeezed indus- 
tries believe the entire climate 
for business is improving. And a 
number have quietly raised prices 
on products they felt were in 
strong enough demand to let them 
stick. 


The total of personal incomes is 


rising in many sections of the na- 
tion. And consumers are spend- 
ing their gains. Retail sales have

—91, compared with 41 a year 
ago. For the first four months of 
this year 435 raised payments, 
also a new high.

Purchasing Agents reports that in 
April 47 per cent of its member 
companies had increased orders; 
46 per cent had higher produc- 
tion: and 25 per cent increased 
employment, compared with 19 
per cent in March.

Standards in 
America Are 
Advancing

An analysis of the "American 


character" has turned up a con- 
clusion that people of the United 
States seem to be emerging from 
a period of permissive moral lax 
ity and developing firmer stand- 
ards. 


The loose-principled beatnik fnd 


is passing, and slaunchcr ideals 
are back in style, a section of the 
report maintains. 


K was produced by the Center 


for the Study of Democratic Insti- 
tutions' and involved interviews 
with Protestant, Catholic and Jew- 
ish leaders, as part of a series 
appraising American character. 


One participant, the Rev. Dr. 


Robert E. Fitch, a specialist in 
Christian ethics and dean of the 
Pacific School of Religion, Berke- 
ley, Calif., said the moral decline 
started after World War I, and 
continued for 40 years. 


It has been marked, he says, 


byi a "rise of relativism, of per- 
missiveness, of a high degree of 
tolerance and laxity in (he field 
of 
morals," 
accentuated 
after 


World War II by the beatnik 
movement, but 1960 was a turning 
point. 


Indications now are that "the 


moral breakdown over this 40- 
year period has about run its 
course," he says, 
with 
college 


students turning once again "to a 
regard for moral law, for stand- 
ards and principles," and parents 
becoming less permissive, more 
concerned with enforcing "objec- 
tive standards of behavior." 


The change is producing what 


Dean Filch calls "a new breed of 
cats," and he says that; in a 
sense, President Kennedy is an 
example of the "shift in temper."

U.S. Olympic 
Prospects 
Uncovered

SAO PAULO, Brazil (AP)—Tho 


U.S. track and field squad, which 
lacked many of America's big 
names, headed home from the 
Pan-American Games today with 
a half dozen Olympic prospects 
uncovered here. 


The track team led the Ameri- 


can forces who collected 108 gold 
medals of 157 awarded at the 
Games, along with 55 silver and 
37 bronze medals for second and 
third places. 


That was more than twice as 


many as all the other nations 
combined in the two-week carni- 
val which ended Sunday. Brazil 
was second with 14 golds. 


The Yankee track forces, al- 


though they were weak in the 
sprints, grabbed 16 of the 23 track 
gold medals on the line, losing 
the 100, 200, 800, 5,000 meters and 
400-meter hurdles plus the mara- 
thon and the 20,000-meter walk. 


The girl track athletes won six 


of 10 in their division. 


Many U.S. track stars chose not 


to leave school or their jobs for 
the Games, especially with the 
Olympics coming up in Tokyo next 
year, which put extra pressure on 
the lesser-knowns who came. 


"This was a terrific demonstra- 


tion by an American squad which 
was the best available at a bad 
lime in the college academic 
year," said head coach Lou Mont- 
gomery of Cornell. 


"Furthermore, the United States 


made a great step forward in 
Olympic preparations by uncover- 
ng a half dozen fine prospects 
vho normally might never have 
made the Pan-AM squad.
